Vancouver, July 17— Harry Honey, 
uight watchman of the Cheery Creek 
district of the C. P. R., is the hero of 
a brave nnd successful effort to save two 
trains. Near midnight on Saturday the 
bridge at Cherry Creek was burned 
down. The Imperial Limited was com- 
ing westward towards the destroyed 
bridge, and the train bearing -100 jour- 
nalists was coming eastward behind the 
Atlantic Flyer. If Honey had not been 
a strong swimmer and a brave man, the 
results might have been appalling. But 
the C. P. It. has a fashion of placing 
the right men in the right place, which 
helps to account for their small percent- 
age of bad accidents. 

Be that as it may, however, Honey 
had n swiftly running, swollen mountain 
stream to ford and swim before he eouid 
Hag the first-due train, and hud to gei 
back and Hag the other train as well. 
This he did, keeping his lantern dry by 
holding it far above his head. 

The passengers on both trains, and on 
the journalists' excursion 'irain, have 
heard of the brave man's heroism, and 
Honey is to be richly rewarded, while 
overtures are being made to the Humane 
Society for a medal. Honey is a sim- 
ple man, and tells his story in a matter- 
of-fact way, but those who have looked 
at the furiously rushing waters beneath 
Cherry Creek bridge affirm that Harry 
Honey has performed one_pf the bravest 
and most heroic deeds of modern times. 
The journalists are stalled at North 
Bend. 

New Catholic Church. 

Yesterday the cornerstone of the new 
stone Catholic church, which is to cost 
$100,000, was laid. Archbishop Lunge- 
vin, of St. Boniface, performed the cere- 
mony, after an appropriate sermon and 
the blessing of the ground. Several In- 
dian bands were present, and discoursed 
music. Many hundred people witnessed 
the ceremony. 

Chinamen Suicide. 

Two Chinamen died suddenly nt'Stev- 
estun yesterday, apparently of poison. 
It is thought that the Chinamen had been 
quarreling, and after the 'peculiar man- 
ner of their race decided to die simul- 
taneously, and appear for judgment in 
the other world.

1 p.m., collided at 1:30 this afternoon 
with the AVillimnntie train, which left 
New Haven at 12:55 p.m. The two 
trains collided because of n misplaced 
switch in a cut in the heart of the city 
under the Fair street bridge. No one 
wits hurt.

Wreck Bay, via Carmanah, July 17. 
To anyone who may be thinking of lay- 
ing down the shovel and the hoe to en- 
gage in washing out a fortune in virgin 
gold at Wreck Buy, the advice may be 
given, don't. Not thut the gold is not 
here, but because the conditions are 
peculiar and not altogether advantage- 
ous. It is not a coarse gold at all. The 
man who said it wus as large as grains 
of wheat and angular, showing thut it 
had not travelled fur, was evidently talk- 
ing in his sleep. 

It is line, very fine gold throughout, 
and so light ale the many Hakes of color 
which attract there that they will float 
on the water in a pan. Working with 
a rocker, possibly not more than one- 
third is saved, while punning is a tedi- 
ous and unsatisfactory process, owing to 
the fact that the gold is mixed chiefly 
with black iron sand, which has a great 
fondness for the bottom. The presence 
of this same sand puts any magnetic 
saving process out of the question. 

To sum up the situation, there is flaky, 
Houry gold at Wreck Bay, but it is a 
question to be determined by subse- 
quent developments whether or not there 
is a process, chlorinatfbn or otherwise, 
that will enable the deposits to be 
worked economically and at profit, and 
it is yet another question whether the 
supply of gold-carrying sand is sufficient- 
ly extensive not to be exhausted in the 
event of an economical process of treat- 
ment being hit upon. This will depend 
largely upon whether the gold sands 
have been washed up by the sea, which 
rolls in roaring surf the three-mile length 
of Wreck Bay, or have been washed out 
of the SO-foot gravel cliffs by the natural 
hydraul icing of high tides. The latter 
would appear to be the preferable 
theory, for colors are most plentiful the 
higher one gets from the water's edge, 
and particularly where the meagre tree 
growtli and intense green of the cliffs 
show u slide to have occurred at no long 
distant date. 

Colors are to be got, too, high up to 
the fnee of these gravel-yielding cliff 
ond it is not unreasonable to anticiaptc 
that there is enough gold to work on for 
many years to come. 

It is with a thorough appreciation of 
the fact that the simple methods of plac- 
er mining will not apply in this new 
gold field, that the settlers of Ueluelet 
have staked for lease under the special 
provisions of the act in this particular. 
They have also formed themselves into 
two companies, of eight men each, th 
only outsider being H. .1. Mackenzie, of 
Dodge's Cove, a veteran Caribooite, who 
was invited to come in and give an ex 
pert opinion on the vale of the discov 
cry. He panned at numerous place; 
along. the beach, and found it spotty, ex 
treniely rich in some places, and ubso 
lutely barren in others. Building I 
crude rocker, he washed out, as stated, 
seventy dollars in about four and one- 
half days. But, us not heretofore stated, 
he had three men helping him, selecting, 
carrying ami feeding the dirt to the 
rocker. As for the haphazard pan yield- 
ing $2.50, got by Joe Drinkwater, of 
Olayoquot, that gentleman had panned 
upon the gross proceeds of numerous 
pans piled together by Mr. Mackenzie, 
to make one finishing pan. It is not to 
be wondered at, therefore, that he got 
?2.50. A surprising feature is that ho 
did not get more. 

. Nor has it been the good fortune 
of any individual to take out nine or ten 
dollars a day. If it had. settlers would 
not be apt lo 'so appreciate the present 
mail work at $2 per day. Mr. C. C. 
Binn, who with Tyree Jack shares the 
honors of the discovery, is superintend- 
ent of the road construction, and is not 
neglecting it for the more alluring pur- 
suit of gold. He had his attention first 
directed to Wreck Bay deposits by the 
Slwash, who told him there was "hiyou 
Chickeman" in the sand. On investiga- 
tion of this report, be found that one 
could stretch himself on the beach and 
see colors in the sand without the aid 
of a glass; might even pick them up 
in glistening, pnle-ycllow flakes, as .the 
Colonist representative had the pleasure 
of doing yesterday. The writer also 
washed a chance pan, with a return of 
possibly 30 or cents. Unfortunately, 
the gold does not show itself, save in 
Hakes or powder on the surface, and for 
a depth of three or four inches. Under 
this, nnd until Jiurd-pun is reached, col- 
ors are few nnd far between. 

There is hope for the district in two 
directions if an economical process of 
treatment is discovered and the deposits 
are co-existent in the cliffs and bench, 
or if Tyee .lack redeems his promise to 
take his frieuds to a creek high up in 
the mountains, where there is more gold, 
and this time in trie coarse grains dear 
to the heart of the veteran miner. 

But six outsiders as yet have staked 
mi the Wreck Bay bench- Five of 
these are Victorians who came up at 
the first news of discovery, and one of 
them, John Jebsen, lost everything he 
brought with him. even to his coat, in 
the burning of Mr. A. W. Lyche's 
homo, which occurred on Friday morn- 
ing Inst. This fire, originated by the 
spreading of a clearing fire, caused a 
loss to Mr. find Mrs. Lycbe of at least 
$1,000, realized in live years' hard 
work. The residents of Ueluelet, who 
hnve counted Mr. Lyeho nmoncr their 
neighbors, lost no time in getting to- 
gether, nnd with whole-hearted sympa- 
thy presented him with n new outfit of. 
working implements nnd essential house- 
hold supplies, with which he » ill make 
another start. Mrs. Lyehe is hound for 
Victoria by the Willnpa. 



IVES AND GEOFFRION. 

Funeral of the Ex-Minister, and Lnst 
Rites to Sir Wilfrid's Dying 
Colleague. 

Sherhrooke, Que., July 17.— (Special) 
The funeral of Hon. W. B. Ives took 
place this afternoon rrom his late resi- 
dence, Wilminhurst. There was a large 
attendance. The chief mourners were 
T. D. Ives and Dr. Scott Ives, broth- 
ers, and Mr. It. H. Pope, M. P., Dr. 
Meaning and his other nephews. The 
remains reached here from Ottawa on 
Saturday night, and were on view all 
yesterday and this morning at his late 
residence, and the. opportunity was 
availed of by the constituent:! of the late 
member, and others, from nil over the 
country. 

Vuudrouil, Que., July 17.— Sir Wilfrid 
tJUUrier and the Bishop of Montreal vis- 
ited Hon. C. A. Qeofirion this forenoon, 
and the last rites of his church were 
administered to the dying by the Arch- 
hishop. Mr. Geoffrion is steadily getting 
weaker, and cannot live many more 
hours. 



OTIS INCAPABLE 

BUT A TYRANT. 



Pressmen at Last Let World 
Know Position of Affairs * 
at Manila. 



Uy Associated Press. 

New York, July 17— The Journal 
prints a despatch from James Crcclman, 
who was the Journal's correspondent in 
Munila and who is now in Loudon, in 
which ho says that unless Gen. Otis is 
removed the campaign in the Philippines 
will be a failure. He says Gen. Otis is 
a fussy old man, . unaccustomed to any- 
thing but regimental commands, satur- 
ated with the ideas and methods of a 
routine clerk. His experience docs not 
go outside regimental lines. He is in- 
capable of dealing with the far-reaching, 
intricate problems involved in a war 
with the natives. 

Creelmun says that after the outbreak 
Otis refused to allow the army to make 
any advance, and when Gen. Anderson 
told him that the only way to destroy 
the enemy was to fight them, Gen. Otis 
treated him with open hostility and 
finally had him returned to the United 
States. Meanwhile Otis busied himself 
about details of smaller fights. 

The story says Gen. Otis exercises his 
rights to censor press despatches in a 
tyrannical manner. The night Creel- 
ninn brought him a despatch telling 
how Col. Funston swam a river under 
fire, Otis, he says, struck out Funston's 
name, remarking: " I propose to make 
all the heroes that are made in this 

way-" 

At another time in censoring des- 
patches of actual occurrences, Otis said: 
" I don't propose to allow the American 
public to know anything about this 
campaign that may agitate or excite. 
So long as 1 am in command, the people 
of the United Slates will know only 
such matters as I deem advisable to 
allow, to be known."

Mil. CLEAVER'S MISADVENTURE. 

Former Victoria Minister, With His 
Wife and Her Friend, Nar- 
rowly Escapes Drowning. 

Winnipeg, July 17.— (Special)— Rev. 
Solomon Cleaver of Grace church, Win- 
nipeg, formerly of Victoria, accom- 
panied by his wife and Miss Roberts, 
upset in a canoe behind Coney Island, 
Rat Toi'tage, and had a narrow escape 
from drowning. They were caught in 
a storm at this lonely spot, where there 
are no campers. After many attempts, 
Mr. Cleaver managed to get his wife a 
hold on the canoe. Ho found Miss Rob- 
erts coming up for the second time, and 
catching her under the canoe got her to 
hold on. This situation lasted for over 
au hour, the canoe drifting past Harris 
Island into Barrett's Bay, where the 
party's cries for help were heard, and 
they were rescued. The trio completely 
collapsed, but were brought safely 
around and out of danger. Mr. Cleaver 
says another 10 minutes would have 
been fatal to all. 



MANILA'S SICK AND SORE. 

Nineteen Hundred Patients Shown by 
the Latest Hospital Report. 

Manila, July 17.— The hospital report 
of the medical department for the past 
week is as follows: Typhoid fever, 211 
eases; malarial fever, 'I'.'.'A; dysentery, 
233; diarrhoea, 173; intestinal troubles, 
(i; gastric troubles, 115; wounds and 
injuries, 11; exhaustion, 8; sunstroke, 
1; contagious diseases, 10; undeter- 
mined diseases, :il(i; all others, 256. 
Total, 1,378, 

The total number of men wounded to 
date is 1,056; died of wounds, not in- 
cluding those killed outright, 282. The 
total number of patients to-day, includ- 
ing those sick in their quarters, is 1,889. 



From Our Own Correspondent- 
Ottawa, July 17.— The following is the 
text of the Semite reform motion, which 
Premier Lourier will introduce: 

"That an humble address be presented 
to the Queen, setting forth thut the pro- 
visions of the British North America 
Act of 18G7 respecting the powers of the 
Senate in making laws are unsatisfac- 
tory, and should he brought more into 
harmony with the principle of popular 
government, and praying Her Majesty 
to bo pleased to recommend to the Im- 
perial parliament a measure for the 
amendment of the said act, in such 
terms as will effectually make provision 
as follows: 

"If the House of Commons passes any 
bill which the Senate rejects or fails to 
pass, or amends in any way not accepted 
by the House of Commons, then if the 
House of Commons, at the next follow- 
ing session, again passes such bill, and 
the Senate ugain rejects or fails to puss 
or amends the same in a way not accept- 
ed by the Commons, the Governor Gen- 
ernl may, by proclamation, convene one 
or more joint sittings of the members of 
the two houses for further considera- 
tion of such bill or nmendments, nnd 
tho question whether such bill or nmeud- 
ments shall pass shall be decided by a 
majority of the members of the two 
houses present and voting, and the vote 
of any such joint sitting shall, as respects 
such bill or amendments, hnve the same 
force and effect as a vote of the Senate 
under the existing constitution." 

Gerrymander's Fate. 

The Upper House to-day commenced dis- 
cussion of the second reading of the Re- 
distribution bill. A division will be tak- 
en probably on Thursday, when the bill 
will bo quietly relegated to the legisla- 
tive graveyard. In place thereof a reso- 
lution will he adopted setting forth that 
In view of the near approach of the de- 
cennial census, which must be followed 
by a I:e<J!stribiition bill, and the fact 
that the measure Js contrary to the 
spirit of the British North America act, 
it ;s inadvisnble to pass the bill.

Both leaders mentioned also 
the death of Senator Sanford. A beau- 
titul wreath was placed on .Mr. Ives' 
desk by his Conservative colleagues. 

A Dredging Job. 

The house went into supply, taking up 
the public works department, now in 
charge of Mr. FHding. Sir Charles 
Tupper once more condemned the course 
of the government in depriving civil ser- 
vice clerks of statutory increases. 

It transpired that the government are 
spending a quarter million dollars in a 
dredging plant for the St. Lawrence 
channel without calling for tenders, and 
the opposition strongly condemned this 
violation of law. 

Good progress was mnde, and the 
house adjourned nt midnight. 

Ncon'ng the Close. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier gives notice that 
the house is to hold mftrning sittings, 
commencing Thursday, with Saturday 
sittings to the end of the session. 

A Liberal caucus is called for Wed- 
nesday, when the Premier will explain 
the reasons why an extra sessional in- 
demnity cannot be given. 

Mr. Mulock's Thrift. 

The postal department announces that 
three-cent stamps and envelopes still on 
hand will be surcharged down to two 
cents. The present purple two-cent 
stamps will be withdrawn about, the 
20th, and when the surcharged stamps 
are all used, new two-cent Stamps, 
colored red, will be issued in conformity 
with the regulations of the international 
postal convention.

A" American Tells of the Con- 
ditions in and Around 
Manilla. 



Invaders Have Not Made an 
Advance Since the First 
of February. 



J. O. Mcintosh; of Winslow, Arizona, 
tvus one of the passengers aboard the 
trans-Pacific liner Olympin, which ar- 
rived from the Orient Saturday. Mr. 
Mcintosh is returning from a trip to 
Manila, where he went to look over the 
field with a view of going into business 
there, but returns thoroughly disgusted 
with the outlook. 

"The conditions as they actually exist 
are greatly misrepresented by the press 
of this country uud the United States," 
said Mr. Mcintosh to a representative 
of the Colonist last evening, "and the 
war with the Filipinos is no nearer an 
end than it was two weeks after the 
first United States troops were landed 
there. After reading the glowing ac- 
counts of the prosperous condition of 
tiie country which were printed in the 
daily papers, 1 went to Manila at 
expense of over $2,000, with a view of 
engaging in business there in any line 
which would he profitable, but after 
looking into every detail I have come to 
the conclusion that the Philippine islands 
are no place for a white man. The 
Chinese are pouring into Manila from 
Hongkong on every steamer arriving 
there, at the rate of over a thousand 
week, and the country is decidedly a 
cheap one, although it costs more 
Jive there than in either Canada, or the 
United States. It is not competition, 
but cheap labor which is ruining the 
place. 

" The Americans are making abso- 
lutely no progress with the war, and are 
not now in possession of one per cent, 
of the land of the islands. When the 
country was under Spanish rule Spain 
had possession of about half the island 
of Luzon, but the United States troops 
only hold Manila and six miles around 
the city — that is all. 

■• The soldiers are all getting impatient 
•on account of inactivity, and have prac- 
tically done no lighting since February 
1, and have not advanced one foot from 
the position they occupied on that date. 
They do not approve of the milk and 
water plan on winch the war is run now; 
they wnnl real fighting, but the com- 
manding officers will let them do nothing 
but drill." 

" What is the sentiment of the sol- 
diers in regard to the war?" , 

" Their sentiments will be expressed 
when the Oregon volunteers who arrived 
lit San Francisco the other day are 
mustered out of service, and when they 
are free to express their opinions the 
holies of many people will be shattered. 
The conditions existing there in official 
. circles and the way the war is being 
•conducted is beyond condemnation. 

" This idea of human warfare among 
savages is all rot. The only way to end 
the war is to kill every Filipino on the 
island. They should be treated 
JiJnglaiid treats savages when at war 
with them in Africa. 

" This talk about Aguinaltlo being 
the leader of the insurgents is bosh. Half 
of the natives in the Philippines never 
heard of Agninaldo. It is just as rea- 
sonable to say that Chief Kinkeypoo 
Ives tlie lender of all the Indian tribes 
•mi the North American continent before 
the while men obtained possession of it. 
The Filipinos are divided in the same 
way His Indian tribes were, and one 
tribe does not recognize the other. 

■"tlii- plan of starving the insurgents 
.out en :i never lie accomplished, as fruit 
in abundance grows everywhere, and 
their supply of ammunition is unlimited. 
To illustrate the superiority of the 
*>i|Uipii)cut of the insurgents over the 
American soldiers, whenever an insur- 
gent Mauser rifle is captured the United 
Slates sharp-shooters use them in place 
of their own Krag-Jorgensen with which 
they are equipped by their government. 
If the United States wants to get com- 
plete control of the Philippine islands 
they will have to adopt different war 
laciics than are in use by them now. 

" I say again Manila is no place for a 
white man; it is a hell on earth and 
a good place to stay away from." 

AMICHICANS HEDGING. 

\Vant International Arbitration, Subject 
to Revision, or Not at All. 

The Hague, duly 17.— The third com- 
mittee of the arbitration committee held 
a plenary meeting to-day, discussing in- 
ternational commissions of inquiry. The 
section providing for tin? revision of ar- 
bitration, which the Americans had suc- 
ceeded in adding to the original project, 
was the subject of a long debate on 
motion of M. DeMarunez, of the Rus- 
sian delegation, to eliminate the amend 
incnt. 

The members of the American dele 
gatiou made long speeches in defense of 
revision. Mr. Hollis, whose remarks 
were repeatedly translated into French 
by M. Destrounelles, declared that Am- 
ericans would be unable to agree, to the 
arbitration scheme if revision ' were 
stricken out, unless they received fur- 
ther instructions from Washington. This 
announcement created a sensation. 

Prof. Asser, of the Dutch delegation, 
presented a fresh draft proposal, which 
he vigorously supported. Mr. Hollis 
finally accepted an amendment provid- 
ing that the disputing parties can re- 
serve the right of revision by special ar- 
rangement.

Citizens' Protests Against Dust 
Result in Resolve for 
General Sprinkling. 



Ferry Bonus Referred to Com- 
mittee-James Bay Flats 
Reclamation Scheme. 



The city council held a long and im- 
portant session last night, and consider- 
able business was disposed of, it being 
after 11 o'clock before the meeting ad- 
journed. 

11. Russell Hopkins requested that per- 
mission he granted him to liiake con- 
nection with the water main near his 
property, as he needs water badly for 
greenhouse purposes. Referred to the 
water committee. 

Two communications were received 
from merchants doing business on Fort 
street, one signed by M. B. Smith, and 
one by Speed Bros, and fifteen others, 
protesting against the laying of a dou- 
ble street car truck on that thorough- 
fare, and stating that there would not 
be sufficient room in the street between 
the sidewalk and car track for their 
wagons to stand, with any degree of 
safety. 

Aid. Humphrey said he -went to the 
merchants about a month ago, -when I he 
improvements were under contempla- 
tion, and asked them to send in a sim- 
ilar petition. 

The matter was referred to the city 
engineer, with power to arrange for suf- 
ficient space between the sidewnlk_jintl 
car track for wagons to stand. 

Bodwell & Duff, solicitors for the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Navigation Company, 
wrote to the council, as follows: 
"To the Mayor and Council of the City 
of Victoria. 

"Sirs: Having regard to the general 
demand among the citizens of Victoria 
for faster communication between this 
city and Vancouver, we are instructed, 
on behalf of the Canadian Pacific Navi- 
gation Company to make the following 
proposal : 

"Our clients are prepared to procure 
the construction of, and place upon the 
line between Victoria and Vancouver a 
steamer with all modern appliances, and 
first-class in every respect, which will he 
capable of making the trip between Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, either way, under 
ordinary circumstances, in four hours, 
or under. 

"In order to accomplish this, a very 
expensive steamer will have to he built, 
costing not less than $400,000, and the 
time required to procure such a vessel, 
under existing circumstances, will be IS 
months, at least. The company cannot 
undertake this large expense unless they 
receive financial assistance, and propose 
that the city pay for this service a bonus 
of $25,000 a year for n period of 10 
years." 

Aid. Kinsman wanted to know if Van- 
couver wi(s going to put up a bonus 
too, to which the Mayor replied that they 
should, but lie doubted if they would. 
The letter was referred to a special com- 
mittee, composed of Aid. Ilayward. Bry- 
don and Stewart. 

Arthur P. Johnson anil George Cope- 
land called the council's attention to the 
condition of the drain at the foot of 
Bav street. Referred to city engineer. 

J. H, Meldrnm ronuested that the re- 
taining wall on the Burnside rood, near 
lots G and 7, be repaired. Referred to 
city engineer. 

J. R. Fraser and eight others protest- 
ed against the condition of the sidewalk 
on Quadra street, between North Park 
and Chatham streets. Referred to city 
engineer. 

Arthur Holmes again requested that 
a permanent crossing be laid from the 
northwest to the southeast corner of 
Yates .■mil Broad streets. Referred to 
city engineer. 

Dr. Fraser. the medical health officer, 
reported to the council that a horse now 
in his possession was not fit to be ns A d 
for ambulance or suspect-wagon work, 
as he was much too frisky, and was not 
fit for heavy work. Referred to purchas- 
ing agent, with power to dispose of the 
animni. 

Fred Carne and others protested 
against the nuisance in connection with 
the repairs being made to the old fire hall 
on Yates street', and requested that the 
barricade now obstructing 1 the sidewalk 
in that vicinity be removed. Referred to 
city engineer, with instructions to have 
barricade removed and work of altering 
building rushed without delay. 

The subject of sprinkling flic streets 
leading to the outer wharf was brought 
to the attention of the, council, when a 
petition signed by J. H. Todd and 100 
others was read. The matter caused 
considerable argument, and a lively dis- 
cussion followed. Aid. Macgregor pro- 
tested against having the streets sprin- 
kled, and said he did nol see why these 
streets should lie sprinkled, any more 
than any other Btroets in the suburbs, 
tt was finally decided to employ the two 
street sprinklers now in use in I lie city 
for 10 hours every day, and that the 
road lo tin outer' wharf, Fori street. 
Yates street. Douglas street to file font)/ 
tain, and all the streets in Hie business 
lection of tlie city should he sprinkled, 

Water Commissioner Rayniur reported 
thai n 5-inch water main should he laid 
on Belleville street eastward from Mon- 
treal, at a cost of $115, and on Vancou- 
ver street from Fort street to Burdett. 
avenue, at a cost of $100. Both these 
districts) arc now supplied by a 1-incli 
pipe, laid over 120 years ago, and since 
the warm weather lias set in residents in 
that part of town have been practically 
without water. Adopted. 

The commissioner also recommended 
that the claim of Messrs. J. II. Warner 
& Co. he paid. Adopted. 

The cemetery committee reported thai 
a better supply of .water was needed for 



the cemetery, and recommended that a 
main he laid on Foul Bay road to points 
in the cemetery which would be mosl 
convenient. Adopted. 

The city engineer recommended thai 
a number of sewers be built and repair- 
ed iu various parts of the city, and that 
the Rock Bay bridge he repaired, the ex- 
penditure not to exceed $300. The urn- 
jadam taken from Fort street, and u«.l 
needed for repair work on Belleville 
street improvement, should be used in 
improving various streets in the city, lie 
also recommended the discontinuance of 
the building of permanent sidewalks, 
stating at present the weather was un- 
favorable for this claso of cement work, 
and adding that the work on Fort street 
must he finished at once, and therefore 
would not come under the report. The 
report was adopted. 

The city solicitor and city engineer 
recommended that the cost of the re- 
moval of the poles of the Victoria Elec- 
tric Co. oil Fort street be paid. Adopt- 
ed. 

The committee on finance recommend- 
ed the appropriation of $1,801.14 to de- 
fray expenses of the city for the past 
week, and submitted an estimate, and 
asked for an appropriation Of $1,27:{ for 
the completion and equipmi<nl of the new 
lire hall on Yates street. Adopted. 

The electric light committee asked that 
the city engineer be instructed to have 
rock blasted out to make room for en- 
largement of the electric light building, 
estimated cost $000. TJiat the mast at 
the Fountain be taken down and a lamp 
placed where the mast now stands. The 
lights at the corner of Douglas street 
and Kings road and one on Henry street 
between Rock Bay avenue and Blanch- 
nrd street tu be "taken down and the 
mast on corner of Cook and Blunchard 
streets be taken down and lamp placed 
in its stead. Also recommending tliat 
the engine bo given a thorough over- 
hauling. Adopted. 

The Tuxes by-law and Fire Preven- 
tion by-law came up for third reading, 
and the James Bay Reclamation by-law 
was read a third time and passed. The 
by-law will be submitted to the rate- 
payers on August 1'. 



PORT ANGELES EASTERN. 

General Manager Atkinson Tells of Ar- 
rangements He Has .Made. 

fort Angeles, July 10.— General Manager 
Atkinson, of the Tort Angeles Eastern rail- 
way, arrived from the Bast the early part 
of the week. ir,. was accompanied by 
George 11. Hubbard, of N (M v York, who 
represents a large banking ami Investment 
company In the East, now forming for 
business. In an interview with Mr. Atkin- 
son he stated that Major Hubbard was 
sent out here to Inspect tlie Port Angeles 
Eastern proposition by men comprising the 
trust company, and that If his report was 
favorable that the company would take the 
bonds of the railroad to the amount yf 
¥2,000,000. .Major Hubbard has already 
been over the first thirty miles of the road, 
and he Is most highly pleased with what 
he has seen. He lias sent a very favorable 
report by wire on this portion. 

Mr. Atkinson stated that while Bust he 
had three other distinct offers for the 
bonds of the road. "The matter," he 
said, "Is now settled finally and definite- 
ly. There has never been any question 
as to the placing of our securities other 
than as to tlie number of miles of con- 
struction we would have to put In first. 
The company that has taken them Is en- 
tirely satisfied upon this point and upon 
all points, as nearly as possible without 
the report of their examiner— and this we 
have reason to believe will be altogether 
favorable." 

While in the East -Mr. Atkinson closed 
a contract for 0,000 tons of rails to he 
shipped around the Horn In sailing ves- 
sels. They will be furnished by the 
t'ennsylvanla Steel Compuny and be 
Shipped from Sparrow Point, Del., direct 
to Fort Angeles. lie a. so stated that 
llttt cars and common rolling stock, ex- 
cept passenger coaches, would be built 
here by tin' railroad company Itself. 

At a meeting of the trustees of the road 
at the president's office Tuesday, David 
W. Craig and Frank II. Carlisle, of Mai- 
den, Mass.; George' O. Fogg rind Isaac 15. 
Itleh, of Boston, were elected trustees. 
Mr. Arthur Shute resigned as treasurer 
and Mr. Carlisle was elected to fill On- 
position. Mr. Shute was elected general 
passenger and ticket agent. Mr. Fogg 
wns elected general trnfOc manager, Mr. 
Uralg was elected second vice president, 
assistant general manager anil purchasing 
agent. 

"This means," said Mr. Atkinson, "that 
those gentlemen have Identified them- 
selves actively with our enterprise, will 
cut loose from nil their business connec- 
tions mid old associations In lioston and 
come here lo our little city with their 
families and make It their home." 

On Thursday morning Messrs. Fogg, 
Carlisle and Crnlg, Mr. Atkinson and 
Major milliard took the steamer for up 
.Sound. The lntter gentlemen are off for 
the trip of Inspection over the line to 
Olympla, The Boston party will spend a 
few days at .Seattle, Olympin and other 
Sound points, when they will leave for 
their homes at Boston, where they go to 
wind up their arTnirH preparatory to coming 
back to Port Angeles to remain.

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THE STRIKE OFF. 

Indian Fishermen on Skeena Not Suc- 
cessful In Demand For 
Higher Wages, 

Dr. Lewis Hall, who arrived home 
from the Ndrtll on Sunday's 10. & N. 
train, havi;.... reached Nnnnlmo on the 
Outeh, bniiiss the news that the strike 
made by a number of the Indians on the 
Skeena is ended. It will he remembered, 
that reports brought by steamer did not 
represent tlie strike as of big proportions 
or as likely to hold out for long, as all 
tlie Indians did not quit work, and those 
who did had no alternative but to accept 
tlie wages offered them, all the trans- 
portation companies having refused to 
carry them elsewhere. Tlie cannery 
owners wore obdurate, and a few of the 
strikers having been lined $50 and 
cei-ts for using violence, brought the 
others into a submissive mood. Big 
catches are still being made on the 
river, the boats averaging between 300 
and -Kill fish. The river remains very 
high, and when tlie Dutch sailed it 
seemed as though the Hudson's Bay 
Company's steamer Caledonia would be 
detained" in making her third trip of the 
season up tlie forks. 

The Cutch was the bearer of sad news 
from the Wnnnock cannery. Teter 
Mann, while hauling his boat up on the 
beach last week, broke a blood vessel 
and almost instantaneously dropped 
dead. He is said to have a wife and 
family living in this city. 

The Cutch after landing at Nanauno 
proceeded to Vancouver. She had 50 
passengers on hoard, nearly all of whom 
are from Atlin and Dawson. One, an 
Englishman who had spent IS months 
in the Klondike country, had a large 
amount of gold.

Another Very Narrow Escape 
on the Treacheous River 
— Dawson Notes. 



Hurry Howard, mentioned in Sun- 
day's Colonist as one of a party of 11 
reported to have boon drowned in 
Windy Atm, Lake Bennett, while on 
their way from Atlin to Dawson, was 
very well known in Victoria, whore he 
resided for a number of years— in fact 
•this city was his homo. lie was book- 
keeper for Mr. Henry Saunders for 
several years, throwing up his position 
, to go to Dawson in the first big rush to 
the Klondike. After spending a year 
in Dawson he returned to Victoria, and 
last fall held a temporary position in 
the oilice of the minister of finance, 
Early in the winter he went to Atlin to 
try his fortune there. 

Mr. Ciearihue, of the firm of J. & A. 
Clearihue, who recently returned from 
Atlin, says Mr. Howard was preparing, 
when he left Atlin, to go to Dawson 
with a party of eleven, among whom 
wore Mr. and Mrs. Mills, of Vancouver, 
and Mrs. Clunie and daughter, of Skug- 
way, who were also mentioned in the 
.report. 

Other later arrivals state that the 
party started out in a sail boat, al- 
though none of them had any experience 
in sailing, and it was afterwards re- 
ported, and generally credited in Atlin, 
that the boat had capsized and every 
member of the party been drowned in 
Windy Arm, the most treacherous piece 
•of water between Bennett and Dawson. 

Mr. Howard came to Victoria from 
Amherst, N. S., where his family reside. 
He was about ;i0 years of age. 

J. P. .Hubrick and wife, C. B. Jack, a 
Shit Lake City attorney, and C. S. 
Blockett, an attorney from Juneau, nar- 
rowly escaped death a few days ago in 
going down the Yukon. They were 
making a trip in a scow loaded with 
seven tons of hardware, and when about 
one mile below Big Salmon they ran into 
a drift pile sideways and the heavy cur- 
rent forced the scow under, turning bot- 
tom side up. Mr. and Mrs. Hubrick 
succeeded in jumping on to the drift 
pile, while the two attorneys were 
caught under the boat as it overturned, 
but succeeded in crawling from under 
and boarding the overturned scow. 
Attorney • Blockett was asleep and 
rolled up in his blankets at the time of 
the accident, and his escape from death 
was truly miraculous. The loss in 
hardware is 510,000, and Mr. Blockett 
lost papers to the value of $15,000. 

The man Frank, who was tried m 
Dawson on a charge of assault with in- 
tent to rob and murder, was sentenced 
to 14 years' imprisonment by Judge 
Dugas. This is the man who formed a 
companionship with B. W. Sandison on 
a trip over the ice early last winter, and 
tried to murder him with an axe when 
near Hootalinoua station, but was 
overpowered and turned over to the 
police by Mr. Sandison. It was a cold- 
blooded attempt on a sleeping man who 
had befriended the would-be murderer. 
The thickness of the cap, sleeping blan- 
kets, etc., covering Sandison's head alone 
saved him from becoming the victim to 
the blowa of the axe in the hand of 
Frank, who is a foreigner. 

Col Word has now nenrly two miles 
of his water-pipe laid in Dawson, and 
the other three-fourths of a mile will 
soon be in. The Colonel is justly proud 
of his work, and especially so of the 
device being used in the making of the 
joints, which joint is his own idea. 
The water-pipe is being laid in saw-dust, 
and by heating fhe water in the tanks 
the Colonel feels confident that he can 
furnish water all winter. 

John Hepburn, who recently sold ins 
White Horse tramway to the Macaulav 
company for $00,000, is in Dawson with 
about 50 tons of hay and feed. Mr. 
Hepburn intends to engage in mining.

TELE SPQULMCAL SITUATION. 

The Globe discusses the political situ- 
ation at some length, and with a good 
•deal of vigor. .It confesses to being ia 
considerable of a quandary as to what 
iu likely to happen. Well, it has no 
reason to feel lonesome. The rest of us 
arc in pretty much, the same box. About 
all .there is ;for a newspaper to do pend 
ing the action of. the Lieutenant-Govern 
or is to chronicle the trend of public 
opinion, and this. so far as can be judg 
.od ifrom .the talk on the streets, is in fa- 
Tor of a new deal. Most people think 
that Mr. Semlin and his associates had 
their chance, and failed to improve it. 
Mr. Martia and his peculiar escapades 
are coming to be. regarded simply as be- 
ing '.'on the side," so to speak, and the 
present situation is regarded as demon- 
strating the utter .inability of the for- 
mer opposition party to properly carry 
on ,the affairs of the government. To be 
■fluite frank, we must say that this does 
not mean that people are looking to Mr, 
Turner to again take the lead. We be- 
lieve, .'however, thathc has the confidence 
. of the province to a greater extent to- 
day than any .other man In the house, 
The Globe thinks the Lieutenant-Gor- 
.ernor .may take the occasion which lias 
now .presented itself to offer the prem- 
iership to some one who will be more in 
.accord with Sir Wilfrid Laurier than 
Mr. Semlin is. If so, Mr. Joseph Mar- 
tin (will ;hardly be .the person selected, 
for he is emphatically "persona noi: 
jrrata" at Ottawa. If the Lieutenant- 
Governor should lake -such a course, he 
would .probably go outside the house for 
a. man, .which is a method to be avoided 
whenever possible. Such a choice 
would .necessitate a general election, un- 
less the. new Premier could find a con- 
stituency somewhere. 

What .makes the situation the more 
diiGcult ,of solution is the fact that it is 
the Attorney-Generalship which Mr. 
Semlin will have to fill, in the event of 
Mr. Martin being dismissed. There is 
nothing in the Constitution act which 
says that the Attorney-General must be 
a l>£Lrjister,.or even that foe must have a 
seat .on the .Hoor of the house, but we 
assume .that the precedents will be fol- 
lowed in lillicg Mr. Martinis place. In 
his own party .'Mr. Semlin has only Mr. 
Henderson available, and we fancy Mr. 
Henderson ,will take it mery much 
to heart if he is not recognized, To most 
people it will nana surprising that Mr. 
Semlin, before .asking Mr. Martin to re- 
sign, had not picked out his successor. 
He may have done so, of coarse, hut if 
he has, he is keeping the secret .pretty 
close. Every lawyer in the •opposition- 
denies hairiug 'boon naked to take the 1 
office. 

Our Vancouver correspondent tele- 
graphs that Attorney-General Muithi 
has returned irom fl&envcr, Col., bring- 
ing with him certain sworn documents, 
of which ho expects ,to make interesting 
use at a later wtage ;hj the game. He 
says, also, that Mr. Martin has called 
upon Mr, Semlin, to withdraw th 
■quest for his resignation. Whatever 
ihere may be in the former story, there 
<cjiu hardly be any truth" in the latter, 
It is absurd to suppose for one moment 
that friendly relations can be restored 
between Mr. Martin and his colleagues, 
or if they were, that either the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor or the legislature v;ould 
permit them to hold olllce in such an 
tfvent. The charges that have been 
made in the public press are loo serious 
fo be brushed aside. In view of the pos- 
sible aspect which the situation may, 
from present appearances, assume, and 
which in point of fact it is rapidly as- 
suming, we shall not be greatly surprised 
if Mr. Semlin ultimately decides that the 



his resignation to the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, and thus save the fair name of 
the province from the besmirching it is 
sure to receive if the present unseemly 
quarrel is fought to a finish. 



BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

The people of British Columbia do 
not feel very much interest ii 
the Redistribution bill, but mos 
of them will question the wisdom of the 
action of the Senate, if it rejects a meas- 
ure der.ling- with the representation, 
which is, theoretically, a matter practic- 
ally within the province of the popular 
branch. The feeling which such a course 
occasions is that the Senate is influenced 
by other desires than a wish to promote 
the public welfare. 



CAPE NOME. 



The reports from the Cape Nome gold- 
fields are calculated to start a great Tush 
in that direction, and it is impossible not 
to be impressed with the idea that they 
are intended for that purpose. It is 
just as well to warn people against be- 
ing misled by them into flocking nortli 
in the hope of making money. There ap- 
pear to have "been -some rich finds of 
gold at Cape Nome, but the auriferous 
area is not large, and the -same accounts 
which tell of the richness of the ground 
say that it is all staked, and thnt the 
rate of wages is not high. The region is 
n most inhospitable one. 'It is even more 
isolated for the greater part of the year 
than Klondike 'was under the most fa- 
vorable conditions. Except during the 
few months of open water each summer, 
Cape Nome is as difficult of access, al- 
most, as the Nortli Pole Itself. At this 
time of year it is: practically impossible 
for anyone to get into the country and 
hope to stake ground 'before winter sets 
in. While, therefore, we do not wish 
to underrate the richness of the reported 
discoveries, we feel that, having in mind 
the disappointment, suffering and loss 
which followed the Klondike rush, it is 
our duty to the public to advise against 
a repetition of that craze in the case of 
Cape Nome. 



THE VAN AN DA SMELTER. 

The news that the Van Anda smelter 
was blown in on. Saturday, although ex- 
pected, .gave great satisfaction in this 
city. This is the first smelter to he set 
up -an the .British Columbia Coast, and 
although its capacity does not exceed 50 
tons a day, it is an excellent beginning. 
With such. ore as it will' handle, the out- 
put of bullion will probably be worth 
$1,000,000 a .year, and its capacity can 
he readily increased. With the "blow- 
ing-in" of this -smelter, lode mining upon 
the Coast may 'be said to have fairly be- 
■gun. We ;look ."for very rapid develop- 
ment on .all sides, because, as is well 
known, there is abundance of ore for 
treatment. 

Texadu Island will now become a very 
'hnsy place, and will increase rapidly in 
population. Its trade will be of very 
considerable importance, and although 
Vancouver is nearer, and has at present 
better .means of communication with the 
island than Victoria, we see no reason 
why this -city -should not get a large 
share. We. are likely to witness on Tex- 
ada a period of growth that will resem- 
ble, though it. may not equal, that which 
made the Trail creek district the ob- 
served of all observers a few years ago.

From the Canadian Shipping List for 
1S9S we learn (that the total number of 
ships and -steamers registered in the 
Dominion imthat year was 0,043, having 
n. total net tonnage of I U93.7S2 tons. Of 
these 1,909 were steamers having a gross 
tonnage of ^(1.7,2:57 tons.

Referring to the comparative tables we 
note a very extraordinary decline, the 
figures for 1898 being the lowest on 
record. High water mark was reached 
in 1878, when the number of vessels 
was 7,409 and the tonnage 1,333,015 
Ions. From that time on the decline has 
been steady, The docreasje hns bean in 
ocean-going craft. Thus we find Nova 
Scotia in 1878 having .8,003 ves-sels, 
553,308 tons; New Brunswick with' 
1,142 vessels of 333^965 items,; and 
Quebec with 1,070 vessels of 218,349) 
tons. This loss of tonnage must mean 
3. great loss of income to the Eastern 
province*. The cause of it was probably 
the comiaft into fashion of iron ships 
and the multiplication of Ht<:s.mers, 
which pract ically drove the ttpruce ships 
of the Maritime Provinces off the on'nn. 
Of the several porls Montreal holds tht 
Bret place in respect to registered .tan- 
nage. Following are some of the data:

net tonnage on their respective registers. 

During the year 278 vessels of 24,522 
tons net were in course of construction, 
of which 72 with 12,228 tons were in 
British Columbia. The Klondike busi- 
ness was probably responsible for the 
position of this province to some extent. 
This is the largest number of new ves- 
sels built in Canada ill any year except 
1S90, and higher than the average of 
the last twenty years in number, though 
not in tonnage. 

The general tables show that Canada 
is in the seventh place among ship- 
owning nations. The British Empire 
comes first with 9,700,043 tons, and the 
United States next with 1,837,729 tons. 
Germany, Norway, France and Italy 
follow in that order jind then comes Can- 
ada. Twenty years ago Canada occu- 
pied the third place. These statistics 
are not very satisfactory, but the de- 
crease in our merchant marine, which 
has been constant under two govern- 
ments, is attributable to causes beyond 
the control of the Dominion- 



BANKS AND BUSINESS. 

We notice in an exchange an 
account given by the manager of a de- 
funct business of his transactions with 
a certain well-known bank, which has 
no representative in Victoria, and it con- 
veys the impression that the business 
was sacrificed apparently in the inter- 
ests of a combine. The business con- 
cern gave their account to the bank at 
its solicitation, and .eeeived accommo- 
dation to a considerable amount, and 
then without a day's notice was called 
upon to pay up every dollar of its obliga- 
tions to the bunk. The business house- 
asked for time, but was refused and 
was compelled to sell to the bank, losing 
thereby all its surplus and leaving a 
uumber of creditors unpaid. This is 
certainly a very serious charge against 
a bank, and it will be interesting to see 
what the management have to say in re- 
ply. It is, however, very clear that any 
bunk can take such a course in many 
cases, if it sees Jit to do so. The 
aggrieved manager says: "Now, I claim 
in extreme cases such as the one de- 
scribed, a firm should have the right to 
appeal to the courts for protection, a 
receiver should bo appointed to protect 
the securities of the banks and others, 
and at the same time give a man an op- 
portunity to turn his stock into cash. A 
few mouths should be sufficient, and if 
within n reasonable time a surplus could 
not be shown in the business, then let 
the bank have its securities." We think 
that most people will agree with him 
that there should be some protection, 
such as he suggests, to solvent concerns 
against the ill-advised actiun of bank 
managers, although we are glad to think 
that instances where it is necessary nre 
rare. 

The Rosslaud Miner wntrte a road to 
Sophie mountain, and thinks the way to 
get it is to send a strong delegation to 
Victoria. Better send the delegation 
out to make the rond, and it will be done 
sooner than the present government will 
put it through. 

There is every likelihood or a great 
increase in tourist trnvel to this Coast, 
and we suggest If it is not desirable that 
a. Tourist Association should he organ- 
ized here for the purpose of devising 
ways and means of making the attrac- 
tions of Victoria and -vicinity widely 
known abroad. 



The Nelson Economist thinks the Sem- 
lin government ought to be dismissed, 
but that the Lieutenant-Governor will 
not dismiss them. The Economist 
diagnoses the case well enough, but we 
do not think much of its prophecy- The 
Lieutenant-Governor may do Unit very 
thing. 

The Yukon & White Pass Railway 
Company has begun the construction of 
its line on the other Vide of Bennett, 
and will push work rapidly. Next 
spring goods will be delivered to th 
steamers below Lake Labarge, which 
will mean that supplies can be got into 
Dawson next year three to four weeks 
earlier than this year. II is now said 
that the company will push its line 
through to Dawson. The country 
not difficult, and the snowfall is not- so 
heavy that teams cannot be run to tin 
Yukon capital all winter.

"It will not take mnn.v years before 
it is generally known that British Co- 
lumbia is a paradise to the. stock raisers 
and that branch of industry will some 
day rank as one of, the leading in the 
country. The summers are not too 
warm, the evenings always being cool, 
and the winters are exceptionally mild, 
one of the beauties being that the cattle 
can eat green grass the year round, 
whereas in Idaho and Montana and 
Eastern Washington it is necessary to 
feed them on hay for at least four 
months in every year." 

Mr. Webster left on the R. P. Rithet 
Sunday evening for New Westminster 
and after examining the Eraser river 
valley he will return here and look over 
the West Coast and (he northern part 
of Vancouver Island. 



The latest report of the railway com- 
mittee of the Committee of Fifty in re- 
gard to the matter of securing for Vic- 
toria transcontinental railway connection 
by wuy of the Port Angeles Eastern 
railway, and published Sunday morning, 
seems to meet with the approval of 
many Victorians. A number of the 
leading and jnost influential residents of 
this city were interviewed yesterday 
afternoon in regard to the report made 
by the committee. 

The. report, if accepted, will give the 
Port Angeles Eastern people a bonus of 
$175,000, to be paid them in ten equal 
yearly payments of $17,500 each, being 
one-half of the estimated cost necessary 
to build and properly equip two fast 
ferry boats and the docks to accommo- 
date the steamers. lice are some of 
the opinions: 

Postmaster Shakespeare: " It is one 
of the best propositions that ever 
came before the city, anil should be 
acted on as quickly as possible. 'Die 
fact that it costs so little to get trans- 
continental connection should not be 
overlooked, and as soon as the road is 
built it will have a tendency to bring 
other lines into the city. It is one of 
the best methods I can think of to 
bring the city into prominence, and bad 
our citizens not been so indifferent in 
the past, we would have had railway 
communication with the outside world 
long ago. 'Victoria will never be better 
known than to-day if her citizens do not 
do something to advertise it. and the 
fact of being the terminus of a trans- 
continental railway is the best adver- 
tisement it can get. It will pay Vic- 
toria to give u much larger sum in order 
to accomplish this end. If the report 
is not adopted by the Committee of 
Fifty, I am quite sure the ratepayers 
will take it up." 

W. H. Bone: "The bonus given in 
the way proposed by the committee will 
be" more likely to meet the wishes of the 
people than if it was given in one sum, 
for if the railroad people failed to carry 
out their plans the city could imme- 
diately cease to pay the bonus. If Vic- 
toria really wants transcontinental rail- 
way connection, this is by far the cheap- 
est plan ever devised to get it, and I 
think the report will be adopted. If it 
is not, it will not be the general feeling 
of the people, hut the sentiment of a 
few members of the committee who are 
working to the detriment of the city." 

Aid. P. C. MacGregor: "After care- 
fully looking into the different proposi- 
tions that have been presented to the 
city in the past, in my opinion nothing 
has been offered that will in any way 
equal the Port Angeles scheme,

Yes I am in favor of the proposition, 
and' any other that will help to build up 
the city." 

Richard Hull. M. P. P.: "If the in- 
terests of Victoria are t<> have trans- 
continental connection 1 think the propo- 
sition is a good one and should lie 
adopted- It would have a tendency to 
induce other roads to hid for our trade, 
and is the best method of putting Vic- 
toria in communication with the world. 
The promoters of the enterprise say the 
road will be litted with all the latest im- 
proved equipment, and I think it is the 
best scheme that has ever been pre- 
sented." 

II. L. Salmon: "Tin.' city will get 
hack every cent it pays out, and the 
returns in its favor will be much larger 
tbnn the outlay. I am in favor of any- 
thing that will benefit Victoria, and as 
this city is geographically handicapped 
we must hustle and keep up with other 
places. We cannot conceal the fact 
that Vancouver is getting ahead of Vic- 
toria, ami the only way I see by which 
we can hold what we have is to get a 
railroad here, and get it as quickly as 
possible."

Mr. Justice Drake yesterday gave 
judgment in Foster vs. the C. P. P., 
restraining the company from proceed- 
ing with the erection of their wharf ai 
Kuslo. The judgment follows: 

"The facts are shortly these: The 
plaintiff, through his predecessors in 
title, is the owner in fee of lot 20S, 
group 1, Kootenay. The crown grant 
shows the boundary on the easterly side 
as being Kootenay lake. A part of this 
lot hns been laid out us a town site. A 
great difference exists between high and 
low water mark, the lake is stated to 
nave as much as fourteen feet and up- 
wards vertical rise. The plaintiff claims, 
as riparian owner, the right to lay out 
lots ou the land bare at low water, 
and to exclude any one else from erect- 
ing any structure which will interfere 
with the free access to the water. 

"The defendants are owners of two lots 
in this townsite, partly above high water 
mark, and they are erecting a wharf for 
the use of their own steamers ou land 
which the plaintiff bas laid out in town 
lots. 

"The defendants contend that from the 
field notes of the surveyor who made the 
survey on which the crown grant was is- 
sued, it is apparent that the high water 
line was taken as the boundary, there be- 
ing about four hundred feet between this BWcn j 
line and low water in places; and fur- can b 
ther, that the rights to foreshore belong 
to the Dominion, and not to the prov-

"I therefore grant the injunction asked 
for until the tfiiil upon the terms that 
the plaintiff is to give an undertaking 
as to damages if the defendants shall 
be shown to have suffered any in con- 
sequence of this order, and in the mean- 
time the defendants are to he entitled to 
use the wharf as heretofore for landing 
goods and passengers,

"After Holman vs. Green, S. TL 707. 
it cannot be contended that the Domin- 
ion rights in the harbors on the sea 
coast are not paramount. 

"In the case of the Fisheries in 2('« S. 
C. 444, it was held that the rule that 
riparian proprietors own ad medium lil- 
um aquae did not apply to the Great 
Lakes or navigable rivers. The Privy 
Council in A. C. (1S9S) 710, held that 
improvements only on lakes and rivers 
passed to the Dominion, the foreshore 
in other places belonging to the crown 
in right of the provinces. 

"Kootenay lake undoubtedly is a large 
lake, being over 100 miles in length, 
and one on which there is considerable 
traffic. 

"There is no distinction between a 
navigable river and a navigable lake, 
with respect to riparian rights. A pro- 
prietor on the hanks of either if not 
entitled ad medium Slum aquae is en- 
titled to free access to the water, and 
no person is allowed to obstruct this 
right, See Pion vs. North Shore Rail- 
way Company, 14 S.C. 077, confirmed 
by the Privy Council in 14 Ap. Cas. 014. 

"Whatever rights the plaintiff may 
have as riparian proprietor otherwise 
I express no opinion, but he, in my 
opinion, is entitled to have free access 
to the water, and the proposed wharf 
and piling which the defendants are con- 
structing is an interference with that 
right. The questions which arise on this 
action are of considerable importance

- DROWNED AT COOK INLET. 

Misfortune Overtakes Another Party In 
the North— Boston Men Tell a. 
Sorry Tale. 

From the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 

Schooner General Siglin, of the United 
States Mercantile Company's line, ar- 
rived yesterday from Cook inlet with de- 
tails of a drowning disaster wherein 
seven meu went down to watery graves 
iu treacherous Turnagain Arm, No 
bodies were recovered. The unmet! of 
the known dead are; A. B. Johnson. 
Maloue, N. Y.; Louis Peterson, Chicago, 
111.; Chris. Mndison, Chicago, IU.; — 
Porter, California; — Hutchinson, Rock- 
ford, 111. There were ulso two unknown, 

All seven perished June 4. They 
were in three rovboats, making their 
way up the arm, when they were over- 
taken by a great tidal wave, which 
swamped the canoes. Johnson, Peter- 
son aud Madison were in one boat, 
Porter and Hutchinson in another, and 
the two unknown in the third. 

The three first named wore prospect- 
ing partners of C. O. Smith, of Ogden, 
Utah. They had been to Hope City 
and were returning to Sunrise, when 
Smith awaited them. Learning of their 
death he hastened to the scene by boat 
and made a diligent search for the 
bodies, but found nothing save wreck- 
age. Peterson and Madison were half- 
brothers, and they Icive Peter Madison, 
a brother and half-brother of the de- 
ceased, residing in Chicago. But little 
is known by the Siglin's passengers of 
either Porter or Hutuninson. The for- 
mer often stated that be had lived long 
iu California, where he hud followed 
mining more or lees. 

Among the Siglin's passengers are 
fourteen of the party of sixteen Massa- 
chusetts men who sc.. out from Boston 
a year ago last February on the 
schooner Rube L. Richardson. Bound- 
ing the Horn the Richardson touched 
next at San Francisco, going thence 
direct to Resurrection Bay, Alaska. 
There she was anchored for the winter, 
but iu November she broke her chains 
aud a strong wind drove her nt high tide 
on a sand bar. The craft careened nnd 
settled until within three or four weeks 
she was practically buried in the sand, 
Meanwhile the prospecting contingent 
had gone on to Cooper river, a tributary 
of Resurrection Bay, where they located 
a claim and nt once begun its develop- 
ment. Very poor diggings were encoun- 
tered, the men milking but 50 cents to 
?1 u day, but they kept pegging away 
until they secured enough gold to pay 
their passage back home. Before their 
departure they sold the buried schooner, 
which is a comparatively new craft con- 
structed nt a cost of ? 10,000, to a Cant. 
Newport for $100. 

Those of the party who came on the 
Siglin nre: E. C. Collins, L. P. Grover, 
O. E. Chapman, J. Murphy. John Stice, 
Martin Nelson, Charles R. Baker, F. O. 
Lake, C. Herring, It. C. Wilcox, S. Eric- 
son, W. A. Miller, D. A. Nicholson and 
J. C. Cuse.

Louis Beaver, son of a Cedar Rapids, 
la., banker, found what be regarded ns a 
rich copper mine on Prince William 
Sound, nnd Miss Susan O'Brien an- 
nounces that she will return to further 
develop a promising placer claim. 

Capt. Johnson says high water has 
materially interfered with mining on the 
tributaries of Turnagain this summer, 
but he nevertheless believes the gold 
output will exceed that of any previous 
season. Several hydraulic plants, 
notably the Bear Creek Hydraulic Min- 
ing Company, have been put in success- 
ful operation within the past six weeks, 
and others are about ready to begin 
work. The Roily mine is working ten 
men. Its output averages about flOO 
per day to the man.

DON'T USE CANES. 

A Fad That Went Out With the Advent 
of the Bicycle. 

Probably everyone has not noticed It, but 
it Is plainly apparent to the careful observer 
with a Sherlock Holmes eye that there has 
been a great decrease In the use of walking 
sticks and canes In the past two years. The 
use of pedestrian poles was a great fad a 
short time ago. but to see a man with one 
now Is a thing which seldom occurs.

"The gaudily decorated and engraved 
bnniboo enncB of Chinese nnd Japanese 
manufacture are rnpldly going out of style, 
nnd are bought more to he preserved an 
souvenirs than for service. But with the 
decline of the use of bicycles, the novelty 
of which Is slowly wearing off, the cane is 
coming to the front again."

GRAND FORKS. 



Gnuid Forks, July 12.-A local company 
uas boon incorporated under the Elvers 
and Streams act for the purpose of cflgag- 
• I»g la tlie boomn t 'e mid milling business 
on tbo north fork of Kettle river. The 
incorporators, who are bucked by Eastern 
capital, Include Richard Armstrong, Ohas. 
Cuioings, EJ. Spraggctt and II. S. Cayloy. 
'I'hey intend to clear he river of all. ob- 
structions for a distance of sixty miles 
north of Grand Forks. In order to facilitate 
floating down saw logs. A dam will be 
built above the city. The proposed Im- 
provements, which will cost about thirty- 
live thousand dollars, will have the effect 
of concentrating at Grand Forks a large 
sawmill industry which promises to give 
employment to hundreds of men for many 
years to come. 

The magnitude of the water power now 
being developed on the north fork of Kettle 
river near this city for the Granby Smelter 
Company can be appreciated by the fact 
that In addition to supplying lis own re- 
quirements, the company purposes selling 
electrical energy to a dozen or more tribu- 
tary Boundary camps. Owing to the cost 
of getting ota wood for fuel purposes, 
electricity can be furnished for compressor 
plants nt one-third of the existing cost. 

The travel into the Boundary country 
through Grand Forks Is Increasing by leaps 
and bounds. The arrivals here by stage 
exceed one hundred dally, and frequently 
number one hundred and fifty. Although 
a portion of the new Yale hotel has been 
opened, the hotel accommodation here is 
fitlll insufficient A goodly proportion of 
these arrivals represent business men, who 
are visiting various points In the Bound- 
ary with a ylew to selecting business loca- 
tions. The permanent population of this 
city, according to the estimate of the 
chief of police, Is being Increased nt the 
rate of about ten daily. There are five 
hundred more people here than there were 
two months ago. Despite the number of 
buildings that have been erected, or are 
under construction, many new comers are 
unable to secure proper iiunrters. The re- 
sult Is that the outskirts of the city are 
llternlly dotted with tents, whose occupants 
In many Instances are awaiting the com- 
pletion of buildings of their own. 

E. J. Whltbaek, while doing assessment 
work this week on his claim on John A. 
Manly's ranch, half a mile from the city 
limits, struck a body of solid ore nt a 
depth of thirty feet. Assays give values 
of from ?25 to $43 per ton In gold and 
copper. Two shifts were plnced nt work 
to-day. 

A. J. McMillan, of Itossland, managing 
director of the British Columbia, Rossland 
it Slocan Syndicate ot London, England, 
which took over the Snowshoe property 
In Greenwood camp. Is In town. He is 
accompanied by J W. Astley, consulting 
engineer. Mr. McMillan reports that the 
property Is being developed on an extensive 
scnle. A forty horse power boiler, engine 
and hoist were Installed this week. The 
shaft Is now down ISO feet, and In addi- 
tion there are a number of cross-cuts, drifts 
and open cuts. The C.r.n. spur line now 
under construction In Greenwood camp 
crosses the claim, which Is a gold-copper 
proposition. 

AVork on the Pathfinder mine on the north 
fork of Kettle river Is progressing satis- 
factorily. No. 1 shaft has been sunk nlong 
the foot wall to a depth of 100 feet, and 
a, cross-cut a distance of about U3 feet. 
This cross-cut shows about 12 feet of ore 
of good shipping grade. The exact extent 
of the vein has not yet been determined, 
as the cross-cut has not been extended to 
the hanging wall. The south drift In No 
2 tunnel is in 35 feet. It shows up a fine 
body of chnleoplrlte ore with a qunrtz 
gangue. Counting the width of the tunnel 
at five feet nnd drilling a hole four and 
a bnlf feet and striking no wall the ore 
body thus far has been demonstrated to 
be at least nine and a half feet wide. 
The values are In gold nnd copper, running 
from $12 to $23 per ton In gold nnd cop- 
per, as well ns two ounces In silver. The 
surface stops, 180 feet south of the same 
lend. Is 12 feet wide, of clean ore, averag- 
ing ?20 to 530 per ton in gold nnd copper. 
Two shifts are at woi'V on the drift. One 
shift Is employed in fhe surface cut. A 
five drill plant will be installed as soon ns 
ths railway reaches the Boundary. 

Various municipal by-laws embracing an 
extensive scheme of civic Improvements, 
ns well ns a thirty thousand dollar bonus 
to the Granby smelter now building here, 
were unnnlmously adopted nt the polls to- 
day, with a single exception, The fran- 
chise sought by J. P. Grnves of the 
smelter company nnd bis associates to run 
street ears through certain streets of Grand 
Forks only received one adverse vote. 

The members of the Canadian Mining 
institute on their Western tour will visit 
the Boundary country. The party is ex- 
pected lo exceed two hundred nnd fifty. 
The original Intention was to simply visit 
Rossland and the Slocan enmps, but B. T. 
A. Bell, tbo secretary, writing from Ottawa 
to Richard Armstrong, president of the 
Grand Forks board of trade, stated that 
nt a meeting of the executive held last 
week It wns decided to Include the Bcimd- 
siry camps In the Itinerary. Mr. Bell added 
tnnt the programme had been changed 
because the C.P.H. assured him • of ,tho 
extension of Its line to Ibis section before 
the delegates len the Fast The bonrd 
of trade of Grand Forks purpose tendering 
the visitors n banquet and reception. 

The Granby smelter now building here 
has purchased Simpson's nnwmlll on the 
north fork of Kettle river. The entire 
product of the mill for the next few months 
will he needed for I he big reduction works. 

F. W, Peters, assistant general freight 
agent of the O.I\P*. for the Kootenays In 
the Boundary country, Is here for a few 
flays. He expressed himself ns delighted 
at the rapid progress mnde In extending 
the line west from Itohson. The rails 
have been laid to a point seven miles wrat 
r>f Gladstone, about twenty miles from 
Grand Forks. Cascade will be reached 
on Hie 1st of August. Mr. Peters stated 
that he expected to see trains running 
Into Grand Forks by the 1Mb of August. 
This cltv. he added, has been chosen ns 
the Rial Inn whence nil bonded freight des- 
tined for Republic will be transshipped. 
The United States treasury department has 
consented to Incnte one of Its officers here 
to facilitate the delivery of bonded goods. 
Mr. Peters further stated that In the month 
or two which would Intervene before the 
railwnv Is exrinded ncrnss the summit 
tills city will be the distributing point 
r«r nil freight destined for Greenwood. 
Kholr. Mldwnv nnd other westerly Bound- 
ary towns. Mr. Peters said he observed 

-on his tonr that merchnnts hnd allowed 



their stocks to run low, In consequence 
of tbo early advent of the railway and 
cheaper freight rates ns compared with 
charges of hauling goods by wagon from 
the nearest railway station forty miles 
distant. He succeeded In making a large 
number of freight contracts here. The 
railway will not be taken over for two 
months by the C.P.B. In the meantime 
the provisional rates chnrged by the con- 
struction department has no bearing on 
the classified tnrift to go into effect sub- 
sequently. The C.P.R., went on Mr. Peters, 
hud the utmost faith In the mining possi- 
bilities of the Boundary country. This 
was evidenced by the enormous amount of 
money appropriated by the company for 
the construction of spurs to the various 
camps. The report about the C.P.R. build- 
ing into Republic, Wash., is unfounded. 
Mr. Peters came In over the line by rail 
to Gladstone and thence six miles by hand- 
car to the rail-head. He stated that the 
work on the big tunnel thpough a mountain 
east of Gladstone Is being pushed night 
nnd day. The men are piercing through 
the rock a distance of three thousand one 
hundred feet. Working from both ends, 
they are now in twelve hundred feet. The 
work proceeded at sixteen feet a day. A 
compressor plant Is in operation. Recently 
eleven feet of rock In the tunnel wns blown 
out. nt one shot. Pending the completion 
of this big undertaking trains will over- 
come the mountains by means of a switch- 
back, there being six legs on ooch side. 
The grades are -1 per cent., with curves 
of 22 degrees without compensation. 

W. J. Wilson, of Nelson, managing direc- 
tor of P. Burns & Company, is visiting 
Boundary points. TTc- said a flock of 270 
sheep, owned by the firm nnd recenlly un- 
loaded at Bossbnrg to be driven Into tlds 
section, wns badly depleted last week by 
eating poisonous weeds near the station. 
Ninety-eight of the animals died. 



A MATRIMONIAL HOAX. 

How Some Little (Jirls In Toronto Had 
Fun With a Young Doctor. 

From the Toronto Mall and Empire. 

On Sunday evening there was received at 
the office of the Mall and Empire an ac- 
count of the alleged marriage of Dr. Charles 
Frederick Moore, ot 1)1 Bellevue avenue. 
The appearance of the Item was wholly 
deceptive. It was In a lady's handwriting, 
on cream notcpaper, and gave* a most cir- 
cumstantial account of the occurrence. The 
item went through the usual channels by 
which social Intelligence Is handled in this 
office, and appeared in the paper yesterday 
morning as follows: 

At 2 o'clock on Saturday afternoon, nt 
Broadway tabernacle, the marriage was 
celebrated of Dr. Charles Frederick Moore, 
of Bellevue nvenue, nnd Miss Constance 
Guelph, daughter of the late Col. Guelph, 
of Guelph. The ceremony wns performed 
by the Rev. Joseph Odery. Punctually to 
the hour, the joyous notes of the "Wedding 
March" announced the arrival of the bridal 
parly, and the procession moved slowly up 
the aisle, the beautiful dark-eyed bride 
leaning on the arm of her brother, nnd 
attended by her pretty group of brides- 
maids—Miss Edith Guelph, Miss Brlttaln, 
Miss Violet Morrow nnd Miss Manda How- 
ard. 

The bride's little nephew and niece, Mur- 
grave and Elsie Guelph were page and 
flower girl. Dr. F. N. G. Starr was best 
man, and the ushers were Mr. Harold 
Guelph, Mr. Andrew MncDonald, Mr. Chas. 
Bowers and Dr. Frank Morris, of Victoria, 
B. C. The wedding gown wns of white 
duchesse satin, the yoke nnd sleeves of 
shirred mousseline de sole, the beautiful 
bridal caught with a diamond star, the 
gift of the groom, and a bouquet of bridal 
roses and trailing clematis was carried. 
The bridesmaids' dresses were of white or- 
gandie, over pink silk; the chapeaux of 
leghorn were wreathed with white tulle 
and pink roses, and they carried bouquets 
of pink roses and maidenhair fern. They 
wore pearl brooches, the gift of the groom. 
After the ceremony the wedding breakfast 
was served at the Queen's hotel, where 
Dr. and Mrs. 0, F. Moore received the good 
Irishes and congratulations of their friends. 
Later the bride appeared In a very smart 
travelling costume of green cloth, and n 
white tulle toque, and amidst a shower of 
rice and old slippers Dr. and Mrs. C. F. 
Moore drove away on their honeymoon to 
Washington and the Eastern States. Mrs. 
Moore will hold her post-nuptial reception 
nt III Bellevue avenue some time In Sep- 
tember. 

Unfortunately the whole narrative was 
false. Most of the personages whose names 
are given are wholly fictitious. Dr. Moore, 
the victim of the hoax, Is, however, very 
much alive and a prosperous physician; 
so Is Dr. Starr, who Is credited with hav- 
ing been best man. So cleverly was the 
item written, however, as to belruy no 
earmarks of untruth even to the experi- 
enced and suspicious eyes of ordinary news- 
paper men, and the fact that It was writ- 
ten or. both sides of the paper seemed only 
another Indication of lis genuineness. The 
average "fake" Item betrays itself by a 
tone of exaggeration or a touch of grot- 
esquerle: this Item, however, bad no defects 
of the kind. 

Vestenlay on learning that it hnd been 
tricked, the Mall and Empire at once under- 
took an Investigation, and ascertained that 
the report was the work of Miss Gertrude 
Loscombe, a young girl residing at 315 
Spudlnn avenue. Miss Loscombe acknowl- 
edged last night and signed the following 
confession: 

July 4, 1800. 
To the Editor of the Mall and Empire: 

I, Gertrude Loscombe, acknowledge that 
I wrote and sent to the Mall and Empire 
a fictitious statement as to the alleged mar 
riage of Dr. Charles Frederick Moore, nnd 
that the same was wrltteu as a practical 
Joke, and with no malicious design. 

(Signed) GERTRUDE LOSCOMBE, 

The practical Joker Is young and attrac- 
tive and Is quite unacquainted with Dr. 
.Moore. She claims to have had the co- 
operation of a young lady living on College 
street, a mere school girl of seventeen. 
The hitter also acknowledged having nsslst- 
ed In fabricating the Item In question. 

The hoax, Is appears, Is but the culmina- 
tion of a long course of silly persecution 
on the part of these, and perhaps other 
girls In the neighborhood of College street 
and Spadlna avenue, of whose Identity Dr. 
Moore was. until last, night, quite unawares. 

These young ladles have pestered' Dr. 
Moore over the telephone with tender mes- 
sages; have written him foolish letters; 
have endeavored to make appointments 
With him, and have In every manner mnde 
him the object of their undesircd atten- 
tions. 

The following extracts from a letter re- 
ceived by him two months ago arc a speci- 



men of the billets doux which he has at 
various times received from a person cnll- 
Ing herself "Georglna narrlson," evidently 
| a descendant of Mrs. Gamp'r. mythical 
! friend, Mrs. 'Arris: 

Toronto, April 30, 1809. 
Mon Cher Medecln: 
Comment vous trouvcz vous aujourd hul 
' I juu leaving the city some time next 
I week for Muskoka, and I wish you would 
write to me, so that 1 would get the letter 
not later than Tuesday, as I will probably 
I leave on Wednesday, I am sending you 
! this lock of my hair as a umall jnemeuto. 
Will you send your letters to 

MISS GEORGINA HARRISON, 
General Post Office, City. 
I cannot hnvo it addressed to my aunt's, 
as my mother Insists on seeing all the let- 
ters 1 receive. You do not know how much 
pain It will cost me to go away without 
seeing you. But I hope that the next time 
I come to the city I will be more fortunate 
Au revolt", pour mi pen mols, 
Ever your loving 

GEORGINA. 

P.S.— May the good Lord bless you and all 
the angels In heaven watch over you. 

The lock of hair enclosed wns of a rich 
golden shade, and as both of the young 
ladles concerned are brunettes, some other 
pretty girl must have been persuaded to 
give up a little of the chiefest glory of 
women. 

The above letter played a part In 
detection of the perpetrators of the hoax. 
It was but one of several Which Dr. Moore 
lias received during the past few months. 
In the month of May, also, a fictitious 
item announcing the engagement of the 
Doctor nnd the fictitious Miss Constance 
Guelph was sent to the leading city news- 
papers, nnd published by them. Several of 
the missives received by Dr. Moore asked 
Tor a "date" nt the corner ot St. Andrew's 
street and Spadlna avenue, which, pertient 
ly enough, Is directly opposite Ml-s Los- 
combe's home. On one occasion 011I3- did 
Dr. Moore endeavor to keep the appoint- 
ment, nnd on that occasion he had deter- 
mined to end the nuisance, and placed a 
policeman on the opposite side of the street, 
but on this occasion, at least, the young 
lady kept away, and therefore eluded him. 

The Identity of Dr. Moore's fair persecu- 
tors was detected by the Mall and Empire 
In this wise: 

On one occasion two young- ladies called 
up Dr. Moore from the shop of a prominent 
West End tradesman, giving the name of 
"Miss Bowers," and then hurriedly leaving 
the 'phone. Dr. Moore rang his boll at 
once nnd ascertained from what telephone 
the girls had been speaking. On an Investi- 
gation being made, the storekeeper In 
question remembered that one of the young 
ladles who bad used the name of "Miss 
Bowers" was Miss Loscombe. Now, in the 
fabricated marriage notice printed above, 
It will be noticed that an imaginary Mr. 
Bowers figures ns an usher, thus pointing 
to a common source. The handwriting of 
the letters received by Dr. Moore and nlso 
found, on examination, to be Identical with 
that of the manuscript wedding description 
sent to the Mall nnd Empire. The choice 
of a place of meeting opposite the house 
of Miss Loscombe, from which the feminine 
Jokers could note whether Dr. Moore kept 
the proposed appointments or not wns also 
a circumstance. The Mall and Empire 
also secured the Identification of the hand- 
writing as Miss Loseombe's from another 
person, who could not possibly be mis- 
taken. 

When confronted with her own letters 
last night Miss Loscombe acknowledged her- 
self the author of the hoax, and expressed 
her willingness to make such amends as lay 
In her power. She therefore signed the 
confession published above. Though reluc- 
tant to do so, she finally acknowledged 
that she had the assistance of a young lady 
living on College street who hnd known Dr. 
.Moore. The Mall and Empire has already 
ascertained that this young lady was a 
party to the fabrication, and she later 
acknowledged it. She is merely a school 
girl, some years younger than Miss Los- 
combe; and Dr. Moore refused last night to 
credit tbut she had been a party to It. 
It appears, however, that this girl, who 
is the possessor of an intelligence more 
than ordinarily keen, composed most of the 
letters which Miss Loscombe sent, nnd nlso 
gave to the wedding notice those literary 
touches which add to the Interest of what 
would have been otherwise an unconvincing 
narrative. 

It |s evident that: neither of the young 
g'rls realize the serious nature of the of- 
fence they were committing In disseminat- 
ing false news of so Intimate a character. 
It Is likely that they will have learned a 
lesson which they will never forget. 

The whole affair has naturally caused a 
great deal of annoyance to Dr. Moore nnd to 
his parents, With whom he lives.

From Our Own Correspoudeut. 

Ottawa, July 11 — Once again lias tli 
government been given n dose of it 
own medicine. When the Liberals wer 
in opposition, how they used to delight 
in badgering nnd baiting ministers when 
in supply! The present government has 
invariably assumed na air of injured in 
nocence whenever their appropriation 
were questioned, but this method of 
meeting opposition criticism would not 
work, and the ministers have had to 
face the music just as they caused the 
Conservatives to do it in years gone by. 

Reference hna been inude in previous 
letters to the scandalous action of the 
government in awarding u contract to 
Messrs. H. N. Bate & Sous for goods to 
he supplied to the Yukon field £oreo. 
The amount of this contract exceeded 
SM.OUO, hut it was to include freight 
charges to Vancouver. It appears, how- 
ever, that the firm has charged the 
freight to the government. The minister 
of militia in the house lust night claimed 
that as regards two-thirds of the sup- 
plies the freight had been paid by the 
firm, and that upon such other goods as 
the government had paid the freight, the 
net price, he claimed, at Vancouver was 
considerably Jess than the prices on the 
Coast. He presented u comparative 
statement of the prices paid to Bate & 
Co. with those prevailing in British 
Columbia, the statement having been 
prepared by an ollicer of the department, 
whose position, the minister said, de- 
pended on the accuracy of his work. 
Moreover, he gave the cost' of putting 
up the goods in specially strapped pack- 
ages at the order of the transportation 
ollice. Mr. George Taylor, the Conser- 
vative whip, took a hand in the discus- 
sion. With the Bate invoice in one 
hand and the auditor-general's report in 
the other, the latter showing the prices 
paid for supplies for the same Yukon 
force in Victoria, he made a comparison 
in detail, which showed that the Ottawa 
linn got considerably larger prices. 1' or 
instance, evaporated apricots were 
charged $10.95 per hundred by Bate, 
plus one cent per pound for freight, 
bringing the cost up to $11.05, whereas 
the price charged on the Coast was » 
to 10 cents per pound. Cornell beef 
was charged for at $3.19, while the 
Coast price was $2.75. For tile bulk 
of the Hour the Bate firm was paid *0.1U, 
while the price paid on the Pacific coast 
was $5.S0 a barrel, giving the Ottawa 
firm a profit of I!0 cents a barrel. 

Being interrupted Mr. Taylor observed 
that the Bates, shrewd business men. 
knew what they were about in BSD,"., 
when at the Liberal convention they 
displayed the banner: " Laurier expects 
everv man to do his duty." Yes. lie 
added, " and they bought aud furnished 
the house the Premier lives in." 

Major Sutherland observed that that 
was a serious statement and one that the 
honorable gentleman should not make 
without proofs of his assertion. 
| Mr- Taylor replied to the effect that 
he made the statement on his own re- 
sponsibility, and it was for honorable 
gentlemen opposite to disprove it. It 
1 was no wonder, he added, that without 
tender the Bates were sold the output of 
the Kingston penitentiary binder twine 
factory at less than tyj cents a pound, 
which afterwards was sold to the farm- 
ers for 13 cents a pound, realizing a pro- 
lit that would pay for two or three 
houses. „ , ,,, , 

Mr. Livingston (Lihcral, South Water- 
loo), declared lie had bought his twine 
that year for six cents, to which Mr. 
Taylor rejoined: "Then you must 
have been in the ring." Continuing, he 
further compared the Bate prices with 
the prices paid by the government on 
Hie Pacific coast, showing that on 
evaporated peaches the difference was 
three cents per pound in favor of the 
Const prices; currants, charged at nine 
cents, with one cent added for freight, 
being sold at retail for four pounds for 
25 cents, while on peas at 80 cents per 
bushel, the profit of the firm was 1515 1-3 
per emit, over filling market prices. 

Mr. Karle. Col. Prior, Mr. Wallace, 
Mr. Clancy and other Conservatives who 
had been looking into this question with 
Mr. Taylor, were severe in their criti- 
cism of governmental methods, as shown 
in the purchase of these supplies, and at 
the present time of writing the house 
is still in session on tliis particular ap- 
propriation' i 

There is sure to be a big row over the 
statement of Mr. Taylor respecting the 
residence in which the Premier is living. 
Mr. Taylor was very guarded in what 
lie said." The statement is that Mr. 
Bate bought and furnished the house. 
Impliedly it may be taken to mean that: 
Mr. Bate had presented it to Sir Wil- 
frid, but this is not so. It is current 
report that. Mr. Bate, senior, offered the 
dwelling to the Premier, hut that Sir 
Wilfrid refused to accept it, on account 
of the scandal that it would entail. l<> 
overcome this difficulty it is now stated 
that Mr. Bate hns vested the property 
in trustees for the benefit of Lady 
Laurier. Whether this report be true 
or not, it. shows that the Bate family 
know how to look after their political 
leader, and certainly that the Premier 
and his 'ministers know how to look 
after the Bates. 

Capt. Harry Bate, a member of the ( 



firm, was chosen in ISO" by the Premier 
to accompany him to England us his 
aide-de-camp. Not content with con- 
ferring such favors upon the family, Sir 
Wilfrid and Dr. Borden must needs give 
tiie double cross to Liberals on the 
Pacific Coast, who are as competent as 
the Bates to supply the country with 
goods and at far more reasonable 
prices than charged by the favored 
party friends at Ottawa. 

A bill introduced by the minister of 
justice in reference to penitentiaries 
contains some changes in regard to Brit- 
ish Columbia which will be of interest. 
The maximum salaries to be paid the 
officers are as follows: Deputy warden, 
$1,200; chaplain, $800; surgeon, $1,000, 
hut the latter amount need not be paid 
if the number of convicts in the peniten- 
tiary does not warrant it. The steward 
may receive $SU<). trade instructor 
$700, guards $000, messenger $000 and 
teamster $(J00. A clause is added to the 
bill to enable prisoners to be sent direct- 
ly from the gaol to the penitentiary 
without, being first sent to some other 
penitentiary or institution. Under the 
iaw as it stands to-day it is necessary to 
Stud convicts to the first penitentiary 
within the district over which its juris- 
diction extended. The result was that 
in regard to female convicts, there being 
no female wards in the British Colum- 
bia penitentiary, such a prisoner had to 
be sent to the penitentiary in British 
Columbia and from that point to King- 
ston. Under the change made this 
session, as soon as conviction is secured 
the convict is deemed to have been al- 
ready in the custody of the warden, and 
in the case of a female prisoner in 
British Columbia the warden of the 
penitentiary in that province can issue 
his warrant to have her forwarded to 
Kingston without the cost or expense of 
first being sent to New Westminster. 
The change appears to meet with the 
approval of parliament. 

The House of Commons had a field 
day on Friday oil the immigration ques- 
tion. Col. Prior, who lias done excep- 
tionally good work in parliament this 
session, brought up the question not only 
of the immigration of Chinese and 
Japanese, but of Gulicians and Doukho- 
bors. Col. Prior was anxious to secure 
a definite statement from the govern- 
ment as to its intention regarding the 
fourteen private nets passed by tin 
British Columbia legislature at the ses- 
sion just closed. He mentioned a point 
in connection with this matter, empha- 
sizing the necessity for an early expres- 
sion of opinion by the government. The 
uncertainty, he said, that is engendered 
by acts being passed and left in sus 
pense— that is, neither allowed nor dis- 
allowed — is of great consequence to a 
large number of employers of labor in 
British Columbia- The fact that under 
some of their charters they were al 
lowed to employ Japanese and Chinesi 
makes it impossible for them to get 
capital in Hie Old Country under the 
same favorable terms that they other 
wise would. Hence the necessity for a 
prompt settlement of this question. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier made a most interesting 
speech in reply to Col. Prior, in which 
he laid down the government's policy re- 
garding the Japanese. With regard to 
the Mongolians, however, Sir Wilfrid 
had less regard, and he intimated that 
at no distant date the views of British 
Columbia might be met in regard to the 
poll-tax on the celestials. 

With reference to the immigration of 
Doukhobors and Galicians, which was 
touched upon by Col. Prior, there was 
considerable diversity of opinion 
Eastern .newspapers went into ecstacies 
over the Doukhobors when they first 
came out, but the high opinion enter- 
tained of them at first had been shat- 
tered now that the goody-goody people 
of Ontario who supplied them with 
cakes aud oranges on their way out to 
Manitoba have learned that the Douk- 
hobor women are treated as beasts of 
burden by the men and are compelled to 
harness themselves to the plough and 
drag it over the rough ground. As re 
gards the Galicians, Mr. Sifton is about 
the only individual who has a good word 
to say of them, and there is much criti- 
cism of the anxiety of the government 
to bring into Canada a horde of people 
who have yet to learn the rudiments of 
civilization. 



QUEEN'S PRIZE AT BISLEY. 

Shooting in the First Stage Opens 
Several Canadians Make a 
Good Start. 

Toronto, July IT.— A cable to the Telegram 
from Bisley Camp says: 

Shooting for the Queen's prize, the groat 
event of all Bisley, began this morning and 
will proceed through Us several stages until 
the end of the week. Everybody Is on the 
tip-toe of expectancy as to the result, and 
there will be keen rivalry, as usual, for 
the prize donated by Her Majesty. The 
Canadians want to land the prize this year 
as Hnyhnrst did not long ago. Surgeon 
Lieutenant Bertram, of the 77th battalion, 
started off well to day by milking a possible 
iu the first stage at 'J0O yards. 

The Queen's prize is competed for In thr 
stages, and shooting at odd ami (M0 yards 
in the first stage takes place to-morrow. 
The second stage takes place Thursday and 
I lie third on Saturday. The first thr 
hundred In the flrst stage lire entered to 
lire in the second stage.
